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Mickey Helps to 
swim 22km in Sea 
of Galilee challenge

Epsom and Ewell’s Sports Per¬ 
sonality of the Year is embark¬ 
ing on another rarely-attempted 
swimming challenge. 

Mickey Helps will be swim¬ 
ming 22km in the Sea of Gali¬ 
lee, a freshwater lake in Israel, 
on April 20 to raise cash for the 
British Heart Foundation. 

However, open water swim¬ 
ming can be dangerous and in 
2016 Mickey had to be rescued 
when he passed out less than a 
mile from the English shoreline 
as he made a return swim from 
France. 

Bad weather and strong cur¬ 
rents meant he’d swam for 43 
hours straight, a total of 92.4 
miles, possibly the longest any¬ 
one has swam continually in sea 
water. 

Speaking about his crew, 
Mickey said: “They were really 
concerned because they are all 
close friends and I had my eldest 
son William on the boat. 

“They were brilliant. They 
realised something was wrong, 
one of them jumped in the water 
to pull me out. Once I was back 
on shore it became apparent I 
needed to go to hospital, I had 
trouble breathing.” 

The cold water (Mickey had 
kept swimming through two 
nights) salt water in his lungs, 
and sheer exertion, left Mickey 
in a High Dependency Unit for 
two weeks. 

When the going gets particu¬ 
larly tough, Mickey said you 
have to “get motivation from 
wherever you can”. 

“The crew encourage you 


but you can’t really hear them. 
Thinking positive thoughts - or 
there’s times you just have to 
tell yourself you’re going to get 
this, stop whinging and moan¬ 
ing.” 

He is also motivated by the 
cause he truly believes in — 
The British Heart Founda¬ 
tion — which aims to prevent 
premature death from heart 
conditions. 


His brother-in-law, who had 
a young family died from a 
heart attack in 2003 and his best 
friend of 20 years and water 
polo captain, Mark Sheppy, died 
in 2016. 

Teaming up with his sister, 
he ran the London Marathon 
with his sister for The BHF one 
year after her husband’s death. 

Mickey was named Epsom 
and Ewell Sports Personality 


of the Year in October 2017 at 
an event hosted by the Epsom 
and Ewell Borough Council at 
Epsom Downs Racecourse. 

Mickey is a cross-continental 
swimmer and previously swam 
the Gibraltar Straits (Europe to 
Africa) and The Bosporous (Eu¬ 
rope to Asia). 

He’s also raced two lengths 
of Lake Windermere (21 miles) 
and the full length of Lake Zu¬ 


rich (17 miles) as well as swim¬ 
ming 40 miles around the Chan¬ 
nel Island of Jersey 

Now he intends to make the 
most of the warmer waters in 
Israel. He said: “I believe this 
adventure, with its history and 
unique set of challenges due to 
the location, will add to the ex¬ 
citement.”

Rugby player starts 
huge marathon effort

A Sutton and Epsom Rugby Club player 
is set to run in all 32 London boroughs in 
32 days after a friend was killed in a bike 
accident. 

Sam Rowley who previously played with 
him for the Cheam Chargers basketball club 
in Morden, was 33 when he fatally crashed 
into a car at 40 mph during the Classic Ox¬ 
fordshire Sportive in May 2016. 

Now James Earlby, from the Ridgeway in 
Epsom, will run a 5K in each borough - both 
in Sam’s memory and in a bid to raise funds 
for The Big Cheese Charity 

The 32-year-old chartered secretary 
who plays second row for the rugby side, 
said: “He was a basketball player [with the 
Cheam Chargers], that’s how we met. 

“He was a very happy go-lucky kind of 
guy and he had a slogan like, ‘Why wouldn’t 
you do something?’ He was always up for 
doing something. 

“We lost a good friend so I sort of had 
this idea in my head that I was 32-years-old, 


there are 32 London boroughs, everyone has 
done a marathon so why not run for 5km in 
each of them?” 

Mr Rowley was from Putney in Wands¬ 
worth, and his brother paid tribute to him 
during an inquest into his death last May 
The inquest heard that ‘faded’ road mark¬ 
ings and a ‘shrouded’ give way sign were 
partially at fault. 

The Big Cheese Charity provides finan¬ 
cial support to children and teams who 
don’t have the equipment to play basketball, 
a sport which Mr Rowley loved. 

A total of £1,310 - including Gift Aid - has 
been raised so far, which is above the £1,000 
target and Mr Earlby has completed half of 
the boroughs so far -16 out of 32. 

At the inquest, brother Alex Rowley 
said: “He was warm-hearted brother, a very 
popular person who had many friends. Life 
was going well for him and his work was too 
- the loss of Sam has hit us all very hard.” 

Mr Earlby will also complete a 33rd run 
in the City of London, where he works, as it 
is not considered a London borough, while 
running ‘en masse’ in kit with a mixed bas¬ 
ketball team on April 14. 




Police seize drugs 
following tip-off 


A Targe quantity’ of 
cannabis and crack co¬ 
caine have been seized 
from an Epsom property. 
Police said they were 
tipped-off and the intelli¬ 
gence enabled them to con¬ 
duct a search warrant in 
East Street last Thursday, 
April 5. 

Four people were arrest¬ 
ed, and further searches 
were conducted, which 
police say resulted in a 
second stash of white 
powder being seized. 
Epsom and Ewell Police 
said: “Often people say they 
stop calling the police be¬ 
cause they don’t see us deal¬ 
ing with the issues straight 
away, either through a lack 
of units available at the 


time or because of a lack of 
evidence to be able to effec¬ 
tively deal with things. 

“However, good results, 
like this one, are why we 
ask that people keep report¬ 
ing, even if it’s later on or 
online, as your reports give 
us the valuable intelligence 
to go to a court and ask for 
the warrants. 

“In this case it has put a 
serious dent in the drugs 
supply in Epsom.” 

Two suspects were 
charged with posses¬ 
sion with intent to supply 
class A — crack cocaine 
— and offer to supply 
class A — crack cocaine. 
A contact restriction was 
placed on both offenders 
not to contact each other. 


Distressed pensioner 
can’t change channel 


Police officers from the Ep¬ 
som and Ewell beat have said 
they responded to an unusual 
crisis recently. 

A local resident reported 
an elderly neighbour shout¬ 
ing for help from inside their 
home on March 30. 

Luckily, there was a reg¬ 
istered key safe on the wall 
which allowed officers to get 
inside without resorting to 
smashing a window or knock¬ 
ing down the door. 

The officers found the frail 
occupant in their bed, unable 


to walk. The cries for help 
were due to the TV remote 
being too far away to reach. 

Officers checked they were 
ok, then changed the TV chan¬ 
nel and called the care com¬ 
pany. 

The person has regular car¬ 
ers and the next was due 30 
minutes later. 

Police said: “It might have 
seemed like a strange thing 
to be shouting about, but in 
these sort of situations, for 
us, it’s better to be safe than 
sorry”

Downgrade for ‘directing too much play time’

A Banstead nursery has gone 
from ‘outstanding’ to ‘good’ 
according to Ofsted - for al¬ 
legedly ‘directing children’s 
play too much.’ 

Bright Horizons Banstead 
Day Nursery, previously 
called Wishing Willow, is 
based in Strathmore House, 
The Drive, and looks after 
children up to four-years-old. 

It was praised in the re¬ 
port, published April 4, for 
its learning activities. 

The report said: “Staff 
swiftly engage children who 
have special educational 
needs and/or disabilities in 
activities that support their 
ongoing development. 

“Staff teach babies how to 
use interactive toys and they 
happily explore the variety 
of resources set out for them. 

“Toddlers enjoy learning 
how to successfully recognise 
colours and they eagerly join

in with popular songs and 
nursery rhymes. This helps 
to support their language.” 

Despite high acclaim from 
parents, the highest rating 
wasn’t awarded because staff 
were said to “direct chil¬ 
dren’s play too much”. 

“They do not consistently 
give older children time to ex¬ 
tend their independent learn¬ 
ing further, such as express¬ 
ing their own ideas,” it said. 


Gemma Bruton, nursery 
manager said: “Despite the 
overwhelmingly positive re¬ 
port, we are of course disap¬ 
pointed by the overall judge¬ 
ment. 

“On receiving the inspec¬ 
tor’s feedback we immedi¬ 
ately addressed the area rec¬ 
ommended for improvement 
and are confident that we are 
on the right path to become 
‘outstanding’ once again.

Council considers 
plan for cemetery 



Epsom Cemetery is predicted to run out of space for lawn 
burials by spring 2019.

Epsom Cemetery needs to be 
extended and the council might 
have to issue a compulsory 
purchase order, according to 
officers. 

A decision on whether to put 
together a planning application 
for an extension and to author¬ 
ise the use of compulsory pur¬ 
chase powers will be made at 
the borough council’s Strategy 
and Resources Committee on 
April 17. 

At the current rate, the cem¬ 
etery will run out of space for 
lawn graves by spring 2019. 

The council has identified 
3.69 acres of land next to the 
cemetery currently used for 
grazing horses that could be 
bought. But negotiations with 
the landowner have been falter¬ 
ing, with current discussions 
having been going on for more 
than a year. 

The two parties are unable to 
agree on how to value the land, 
meaning compulsory purchase 
powers are being considered 
to meet the borough’s need for 
burial space. 


Council officers expected 
the land to have an “open mar¬ 
ket value”, because it is being 
used for grazing, but the owner 
wants it to be valued as a com¬ 
mercial graveyard. 

Compulsory purchases 
should only be used as a last re¬ 
sort, and have to be approved by 
central government. 

But it might still be too late to 
meet demand for grave space; it 
is estimated the process could 
take up to 18 months, missing 
the spring 2019 breaking point. 

However, in their report, of¬ 
ficers mention it could still be 
possible to buy the land with¬ 
out an order. The cemetery is 
expected to bring in £451,000 in 


the 2018/19 financial year, and 
the chief finance officer said 
the extension is “an important 
project to safeguard this level of 
income for future years”. 

A council spokesman said: 
“Epsom cemetery is a commu¬ 
nity facility that does not make 
a profit. The income pays for 
the ongoing maintenance of 
the cemetery and the two closed 
churchyards which as the local 
authority we are responsible. 

“Areas in the current cem¬ 
etery are already closed as the 
cemetery approaches capacity 

“The extension to the cem¬ 
etery is necessary as a burial 
ground for the local commu¬ 
nity”

The Great Epsom Mud Run 
has been postponed due to too 
much mud. 

Epsom College were plan¬ 
ning to complete an obstacle 
course on Sunday, April 22, 
but unfortunately it became 
‘waterlogged’ due to the unu¬ 
sually wet weather. 

The race, at the popular 
Henfold Lakes assault course 
in Dorking, would raise 
money for a new £8.4million 
building called the Mermaid 
Centre to “transform the edu¬ 
cational experience” of its 
sixth-formers. 

In a statement on April 9, 
the college said: “We are dis¬ 
appointed to announce that 
as a result of persistent bad 
weather, we have been ad¬ 
vised to postpone The Great 
Epsom Mud Run. 

“Several weeks of wet 
weather has resulted in a wa¬ 
terlogged course and the ven¬ 
ue organisers are concerned 
for the safety of participants, 
as well as the accessibility is¬ 


sues this presents.” 

The mud run would have 
been tackled by volunteering 
‘Old Epsomians’ staff, pupils 
and parents, as well as sib¬ 
lings and friends over the age 
of 10. 

The college added: “We are 
currently in the process of 
finding a suitable new date, 
likely to be early in the next 
academic year, and we will 
provide an update as soon as 
this has been confirmed.” 

They added they were 
thankful to everyone who 
donated and said the money 
will be kept safe until the 
next date or can be refunded 
on request. 

Talking about the Mer¬ 
maid Centre, Headmaster, 
Jay Piggot, said: “This imagi¬ 


native new building will play 
a key role in enabling us to 
become the pre-eminent co¬ 
educational day and board¬ 
ing school in London and the 
South East. 

“It will complement the 
school’s other buildings, en¬ 
hance the collegiate environ¬ 
ment, underpin the school’s 
philosophy, strengthen our 
community and foster in¬ 
dividuals who will go on to 
make a difference in society 

“For the first time in my 
tenure, we are being men¬ 
tioned in the same breath as 
top independent schools. 

“We now wish to reinforce 
this success and growth by 
fashioning a school fit to 
meet the challenges of future 
generations.”

Disappointed with the design 


of ‘disasterous’ new buses 


I am writing this letter as I wish 
to draw people’s attention to the 
413 bus which travels from 
Sutton to Morden in both 
directions. 

A new 413 bus was introduced 
in December 2016. 

It is a total disaster. 

I feel that it has been badly 
designed, there are so many 
silly design features on the 
inside of the vehicle that I have 
found it necessary to complain 
to Epsom Coaches’ managing 
director Mr Steve Whiteway, 
putting forward my concerns. 


Unfortunately Mr Whiteway 
did not agree with my 
observations so nothing has 
been achieved. 

One of my complaints is that 
the red seats on the left-hand 
side of the vehicle, two facing 
the front and two facing the 
rear, are too close together, ie, 
there is not enough leg room. 

If people have trolleys, so 
many have them these days, 
there is the problem of where 
shall we passengers put our 
trolleys whilst travelling. 

There is not enough room 


between assengers’ knees, so 
the only thing to do is to put our 
trolleys into the aisle. 

Unfortunately there is no 
other choice. 

There are lots more 
nsatisfactory features on the 
bus which I have raised with 
Mr Whiteway but nothing has 
been done to correct these 
problems, so now, sixteen 
months later, these ill- 
constructed buses remain in 
service much to the annoyance 
of myself and many other 
passengers. 


At the beginning of January 
20181 was amazed when I saw a 
different 413 bus picking 
uppassengers. 

I thought this was the vehicle 
which had now been substituted 
for the “old” buses. 

I am bitterly disappointed 
because this bus, with its blue 
seats facing the correctway, 
(towards the front) good spaces 
for knees and trolleys, never 
reappeared.

How would you describe this new 
production of Much Ado About Nothing? 

We’ve set Shakespeare’s romantic comedy in 
the world of the powerful Italian Mafia - ruled 
by men, where honour is a matter of life and 
death. As with all Shakespeare plays, it’s not 
100 % comedy or 100% tragedy but there are 
elements of both and certainly in our 
production, we’re not shying away from the 
truth of those darker moments, in amongst 
some excellent humour. 

Tell us a bit about Hero. Would you say 
you’re similar to your character in real life? 
Hero’s a dutiful daughter to her father, 
Leonato and she’s painfully aware of her place 
in the patriarchal society she lives in. But she’s 
clever and knows her worth. We’re always 
similar to our characters by the end. Hero 
holds her tongue more than I do, but only 


because our situations are so different. 

What appealed to you about the 
production? Simon and I had a great chat in 
the audition room about Hero and her relative 
silence, her lack of words and how to find a 
way to make that make sense in a modern-day 
setting. I’d seen Simon’s work before and felt 
like Simon had a great vision for the play and it 
was going to be a lot of fun. 

You played Nurse Delia Busby in Call the 
Midwife for three series. Do you prefer to 
perform on screen or stage? Screen and 
stage are so different and I’m lucky to get to 
do both. I’m so proud to have been part of 
such a wonderful series, and I’m absolutely 
delighted to be back where I first fell in love 
with acting - on the stage. Don’t ask me to 
choose! 

What would be your advice to young or 


aspiring actors? Read as many books and 
plays as you can, watch independent films, see 
all the theatre you can and make sure you find 
something else you love to keep you going. 

Do you have any good luck charms or rituals 
before you go on stage? You know, there’s 
nothing that’s carried over from job to job but 
with any one production I always find some 
little routine surrounding my makeup or 
costume or warmup. It’s specific to the 
theatre and the production. Although now I 
think about it, in every new theatre, before 
the first show, I like to touch every single seat 
in the house (this can be time consuming...) 
and then before each show I’ll just touch or sit 
in a few seats and check in with how the 
audience are seeing the show, and who I have 
to reach. 

Have you ever had an embarrassing 


moment on set or stage? I once set down a 
tray of glasses on the wrong seat in a scene 
and then my cast mate sat on it and shattered 
glass all over the stage.

LOVE, SIMON (12A): Finally. After decades of main¬ 
stream Hollywood marginalising gay characters to pe¬ 
ripheral roles as the best friend or confidant, Love, Simon 
walks quietly yet proudly out of the closet and reassures 
the target teenage audience that everyone can be the 
hero of a glossy love story, regardless of sexual orien¬ 
tation. Based on the young adult novel Simon Vs The 
Homo Sapiens Agenda by Becky Albertalli, director Greg 
Berlanti’s unabashedly feel-good comedy drama places 
the central character’s internal angst under a glitterball 
without sacrificing goofy supporting characters, tears 
or reconciliations. Nick Robinson imbues his tormented 
teen with sweetness, vulnerability and resolve, so he re¬ 
mains sympathetic even when his actions are reprehen¬ 
sible, and Jennifer Garner and Josh Duhamel are gifted 
key scenes laced with parental pride and understanding. 
Choice one-liners are reserved for Natasha Rothwell’s 
spunky drama teacher, who performs a pitch-perfect 
takedown of homophobic bullies in the school canteen. 
Berlanti builds towards a gushing romantic grandstand 
finish that should inspire goofy grins, tears and even 
smatterings of applause. 

A QUIET PLACE (15): Silence is golden - and imperative 
for survival - in John Krasinski’s nerve-shredding horror 
thriller about a family battling against sightless otherworld¬ 
ly creatures, which hunt by sound. A single sneeze or 
cough could be fatal, and the lean, propulsive script co¬ 
written by Bryan Woods, Scott Beck and Krasinski takes 
sadistic delight in prickling our discomfort until we’re 
ready to scream on the characters’ behalf. In the open¬ 
ing hour, A Quiet Place is a masterclass in old-fashioned 
scares and suspense, including a horrific scene with a 
nail protruding from a wooden basement staircase, which 
begs to be glimpsed through trembling fingers. The film’s 
logic frays in places - it’s unlikely a mattress would keep 
the beasties at bay and the family’s newborn conveniently 
slumbers through some of the tensest exchanges without 
a single giveaway gurgle. However, it’s impossible not to 
be held in a vice-like grip by the characters’ white-knuckle 
ordeal. Don’t speak, don’t breathe, and pray. Silently. 
GHOST STORIES (15): The big screen adaptation of 
the horror anthology Ghost Stories doesn’t come close 


to replicating the trickles of sweat of the stage version but 
it is, nevertheless, a well-crafted exercise in smoke and 
mirrors. Running time has been expanded - the theatrical 
incarnation was a sinewy 80 minutes without interval - to 
allow writer-directors Jeremy Dyson and Andy Nyman to 
embellish the framing device that loosely connects three 
spooky tales of loss, regret and things that go bump in 
the night. The film doesn’t stray too far from its stage ori¬ 
gins, investing each yarn with cinematic flourishes. A per¬ 
vading air of impending doom, which hung thickly inside 
the theatre auditorium, is but a gentle breeze on screen 
and scares are in short supply. Performances are solid 
and the script sustains momentum before delivering a 
satisfying sting in the tail. 

DEATH WISH (15): Writer-director Eli Roth, one of con¬ 
temporary cinema’s maestros of gore, cannot resist 
at least one scene of gratuitous splatter in his morally 
bankrupt remake of the 1974 thriller, which cast Charles 
Bronson as a gun-toting husband thirsty for revenge. The 
timing of the new Death Wish, with students marching 
across America in favour of tighter gun controls, leaves a 
bitter taste in the mouth. Joe Carnahan’s script can barely 
contain its delight whenever someone handles a gun and 
pumps bullets into anything with a pulse, venerating the 
right to bear arms in pursuit of justice. Oddly, Bruce Willis 
is most effective in Bronson’s signature role before the 
carnage begins, hinting at a tenderness and vulnerability 
to his trauma surgeon before the man of science meta¬ 
morphoses into a hoodie-clad angel of death. Suspense 
is surgically removed, inviting us to drift into unconscious¬ 
ness until the inevitable final reel tease of a sequel. 

ISLE OF DOGS (PG): Writer-director Wes Anderson 
returns to stop-motion animation for a self-consciously 
offbeat buddy comedy on two and four legs. Isle Of Dogs 
reunites the filmmaker with longtime collaborators behind 
and in front of the camera including cinematographer 
Tristan Oliver and composer Alexandre Desplat. Ander¬ 
son employs an episodic structure with pithy chapter 
headings like The Little Pilot, The Rendezvous and Atari’s 
Lantern to neatly bookmark his visually stunning odyssey 
of a 12-year-old boy (Koyu Rankin) who intends to be 
reunited with his shaggy pet. The detail of miniature sets 


and character figures is remarkable and there are some 
lovely touches like multiple uses for cotton wool and lice 
slaloming through dogs’ matted fur in skin-crawling close- 
up. The film is arch, knowing and impeccably conceived 
but emotionally a tad chilly, revelling in the inventiveness 
and imagination of the writer-director’s unique vision at 
the expense of collaring our emotions for a satisfying 
walk. 

READY PLAYER ONE (12A): Set in the mid-21st cen¬ 
tury, Ready Player One is a dystopian big budget fantasy 
which imagines a resource-depleted world that relies on 
virtual reality as an escape from the gloom of the eve¬ 
ryday. On more than one occasion, Steven Spielberg’s 
film issues dire warnings about the zombification of en¬ 
tire generations who believe “meaningful” relationships 
can be forged online. “Reality is the only thing that’s 
real,” proclaims one pivotal character. It’s a bitter irony 
that Spielberg’s picture gleefully ignores its own advice 
to hurtle at breakneck speed into eye-popping digital 
realms crammed with gaming in-jokes, but offers us no 
compelling reason to remove the goggles and interface 
in person. As a visual spectacle, the film is a tour-de-force 


of technical wizardry. Unfortunately, the fast and furious 
smacking of gobs doesn’t extend to a script adapted 
from Ernest Cline’s celebrated 2011 novel by Zak Penn. 
BLOCKERS (15,102 mins): Forget the sugar and spice 
and all things nice. The girls in Pitch Perfect screenwriter 
Kay Cannon’s filthy-minded directorial debut are full of 
sexually suggestive emojis, bold self-expression and a 
generous smattering of insecurities. They are doyennes 
of social media who talk openly about their feelings 
and have fewer sexual hang-ups than their emotion¬ 
ally bruised parents, whose vigour has been eroded 
by failed marriages, financial responsibility and the fear 
of growing old. Blockers engineers a hilarious battle of 
wits between these two generations during one eventful 
prom night. Less raunchy and riotous than Girls Trip but 
aimed at a similar if slightly younger audience, Cannon’s 
potty-mouthed comedy tempers the bittersweet with the 
saltiness of some outrageous set pieces, including a 
bout of full-frontal role play. Naughtiness sexts niceness 
throughout Brian Kehoe and Jim Kehoe’s warm-hearted 
script, which is punctuated with poignant scenes of self¬ 
reflection and parental pride.

VauxhallGrandlandX 



BACKGROUND: It’s surprising 
how long it’s taken Vauxhall to get 
itself proper representation in the 
mid-sized ‘Qashqai-class’ family SUV 
segment. Yes, there was the Korean- 
built Antara model that sold between 
2007 and 2016, but that car was 
crude, expensive to run and not very 
well built. Buyers almost universally 
ignored it. Which was a problem 
for the Griffin brand, at a time when 
Nissan Qashqais and Peugeot 3008s 
were flying from the showrooms. 

What to do? Economics meant that 
some sort of platform-sharing deal for 
representation in this sector would 
be essential, so Vauxhall turned to 
Peugeot, with whom the brand was 
starting to consider a merger. Well 
before that happened, a deal was 
concluded to see the creation of a 
small SUV (the Vauxhall Crossland 
X) created from the underpinnings 
of a Peugeot 2008. And a mid-sized 
model (this Grandland X) to be built 
using the platform and engineering of 
a MK2 model Peugeot 3008. 
DRIVING EXPERIENCE: Engine 
wise, Grandland X buyers are offered 
a PSA-sourced choice of units, either 
a three cylinder 130PS 1.2-litre petrol 
powerplantora 120PS 1.6-litre 
CDTi diesel. There are manual and 
automatic transmission options in 
both cases. At the top of the range, 
there’s an auto-only 177PS 2.0-litre 
CDTi range-topping model. Whatever 


your choice of engine, don’t expect 
handling to be especially rewarding; 
if you want that, why on earth are 
you considering buying an SUV in 
the first place? Like most of its rivals, 
Vauxhall has focused instead on ride 
and refinement and you can expect 
high class standards to be matched 
in this regard. Vauxhall doesn’t think 
potential buyers in this segment really 
need 4WD. Instead, the brand offers 
an optional electronic Grip Control 
system that ensures traction in 
diverse driving situations. The driver 
has a choice of five driving modes: 
for each one the system adapts the 
torque distribution to the front wheels, 
allows wheel-spin if necessary, and, 
with the automatic transmission, 
adjusts shift points as well as throttle 
response. This ensures traction and 
stable handling regardless of the 
road surface. The brand continues 
to deliver on its commitment to lead 
in lighting technology, equipping the 
Grandland X with Adaptive Forward 
Lighting LED headlamps. With these, 
functions such as cornering light, 
high beam assist and auto levelling 
guarantee optimal illumination of the 
road ahead. 

DESIGN AND BUILD: At 

nearly 4.5m long, nearly 1.9m 
wide and nearly 1.65m high, the 
Grandland X is atouch biggerthan 
the mid-sized SUV Qashqai-class 
norm - and, Vauxhall hopes, a touch 


more distinctive. As usual, that’s a 
matter of perspective: ours is that 
the Peugeot 3008 crossover this 
car is based upon is slightly more 
eye-catching, but you may think 
differently. The Grandland is certainly 
good looking enough to stand its 
corner on the school run. Above 
the front skid plate, the bold grille 


proudly displays the Vauxhall Griffin 
badge, chrome winglets embracing 
the brand logo and flowing outwards 
to the slim, double-wing LED 
headlamps. Muscular, sculpted wheel 
arches and protective cladding on 
the lower body deliver the required 
dose of ‘SUV-ness’ and an optional 
two-tone finish, with the roof in 


contrasting black, adds an extra 
touch of personalisation. Inside, 
the instrument panel and centre 
console with touchscreen are clearly 
laid out and horizontally aligned to 
the driver. There’s no sign of the 
‘love-it-or-hate-it’ i-Drive cockpit of this 
model’s Peugeot design stablemate, 
which sees 3008 buyers viewing the 


instrument dials over the steering 
wheel rim. That may be a relief for 
some. The centre stack has three 
horizontal rows of controls for fast 
and intuitive access to infotainment, 
climate control and chassis functions. 
Driver and passengers benefit from 
the elevated seating position typical of 
an SUV, which ensures good visibility 
in all situations. And this model’s 
relatively long wheelbase provides 
decent space for up to five people, 
while the luggage compartment (with 
a load volume from 514-litres to a 
maximum of 1,652 litres) should 
offer more than adequate room for 
luggage. 

MARKET: So, let’s get to the 
pricing, which is mainly pitched in 
the £23,000 to £30,000 bracket - 
pretty much what you’d expect these 
days for a family-sized Qashqai-class 
compact Crossover with cutting-edge 
design. There’s a choice of five trim 
levels - ‘SE’, ‘Tech Line Nav’, ‘Sport 
Nav’, ‘Elite Nav’ and ‘Ultimate’. The 
most affordable variants use an 
impressively efficient three cylinder 
1.2-litre 130PS turbo petrol unit-and 
that might be all you really need if 
your annual mileage is quite low. Most 
customers though, are likely to want 
to pay extra for the 1.6-litre CDTi 
diesel variant, this engine initially 
offered with 120PS. Model for model, 
the diesel is £ 1,355 more expensive 
to buy. Both engines come with the 
option of automatic transmission.

But joy soon turned to despair for 
Baird and his boys when Ben Tomlin¬ 
son grabbed what turned out to be the 
winning goal in the 87th minute. 

The defeat means Sutton have dropped 
into third place in the Vanarama Nation¬ 
al League with four games to go. 

Talking to SUFCtv after the game, 
Baird said: “To lose the game in the 
manner we did was very disappointing 
bearing in mind our second half perfor¬ 
mance. The first half performance was 
unacceptable. 

“It’s all in our hands and it’s still all to 
play We’ve got a must-win game on Sat¬ 
urday and then a trip to Maidenhead on 
Tuesday 

“We had some strong words for the 
players at half time and the end. We’ve 
been on a journey we’re little old Sutton 
and haven’t had an ounce of praise off 
anybody whatsoever. 

“We certainly got praise off other 
managers but we haven’t been able 
to handle the intensity of other sides 
recently 

“Now we’re in a situation of sink or 
swim and if history tells us anything, 
the group of players here have always 
swum.”
